The University of 
Massachusetts President, 

William M. Bulger, spoke of 
political dilemmas and political 
celebration in Cobum Hall on 
Wednesday, November 3. 
Following a brief introduction 
by Student Trustee, Brad 
Duquette, Bulger began his 
impromptu speech by reminisc¬ 
ing of his experience with Paul 
Tsongas and then praised Lowell 
and the University for the 
improvements made in the last 
few years. 

“It’s wonderful to witness the 
great strides the University and 
City have taken together.’* said 
Bulger. 

Bulger also spoke of his strug¬ 
gles with the Bostonjgrtobe _ 

when he became the 

Massachusetts State Senate 
President and how the press has 
the power to manipulate. “It is 


easy for the press to put political 
figures on the front page when 
they misbehave but when they 
do great deeds, the press over¬ 
looks them.” 

When asked how would he 
handle the current dilemma with 


the state budget if still Senate 
President, Bulger said, “We 
would haye not left the office or 
slept until it was completely fin¬ 
ished.” 

Bulger later commented that 
he had not talked to Governor 



Cellucci in regards to the UMass 
Lowell recreational center that 
was vetoed over the summer. 
However, he said he now 
intends on speaking to House 
Speaker Finneran to inquire 
about his position on the facility. 
Bulger came to the 
University as part of 
the Local and State 
Politics class taught by 
Prof. Jeff Gerson. 
Although the class only 
contains approximately 
30 students. Bulger 
attracted an audience 
of nearly 80. 

“Considering it was 
poorly advertised there 
was a fair amount of 
people there,” said 
Senior Keith Colbath. 

Bulger became the 
24 th president of the 
UMass system in 1996. 
He served as tenured 
Senate President for 17 
the longest in 
history . He was also a

Cars being towed from ille¬ 
gally parking areas are again 
part of campus life. Due to con¬ 
cerns about the availability of 
parking, students have been 
allowed to park illegally for 
many months. However, accord¬ 
ing to UMass Lowell Campus 
Police, in the last two weeks 
approximately 15 to 20 cars 
have been towed from campus 
every day. 

According to Sergeant Robert 
Gagne of the UMass Lowell 
University Police, the recent 
crackdown on parking viola¬ 
tions is due to 
safety con¬ 
cerns. Gagne 
has spent 
many hours 
over the last 
two years 
conducting 
surveys of the 
23 parking 
lots on cam¬ 
pus. His sur¬ 
vey included 
the number of 
cars parked 
legally and 
illegally, the 
total available spaces and the 
time of day. 

While Gagne admits there 
used to be a parking shortage on 
campus, the addition of the 
Riverview lot on South solved 
the problem. Gagne said. 

"There s plenty oi parlung, so 
there’s no valid excuse for ille¬ 
gal parking. It’s a safety issue.” 
There are over 3,700 parking 
spots on North and South cam¬ 
pus. 

Various members of the 
University Police expressed that 
they get no pleasure giving tick¬ 
ets and waiting for tow trucks. 
They remind students, staff and 
faculty that campus police have 
to park their own cars when 
they come into work. “We are 
well aware of the parking situa¬ 
tion,” said one officer. 

According to Gagne, the 
increase in towing is due to 
safety violations. Fire trucks 
responding to false alarms at the 
dorms are having difficulty get¬ 
ting to the buildings. Last week 


there was a fire in Costello 
Gym, and City of Lowell fire 
trucks were unable to get to the 
building because of parked cars. 
“Nobody thinks that the build¬ 
ing will catch fire when they 
park illegally, blocking fire 
lanes—but it did happen last 
week,” said Gagne. 

“It’s all about the yellow 
lines. Park between the yellow 
lines,” said Officer Steven 
Eramo. According to the cam¬ 
pus police, the facilities depart¬ 
ment has worked hard to paint 
the parking lots with lines. To 
avoid towing, people should 
park in marked off spots. Areas 
marked by slanted lines are not 
parking areas. Cars parked over 
such areas are 
candidates for 
towing. “How 
come people 
don’t park like 
this when they go 
to the mall?” 
quipped Eramo. 

Cars parked in 
fire lanes, block¬ 
ing handicap 
ramps and block¬ 
ing other vehicles 
are the ones most 
often towed. The 
towing charge for 
cars towed from 
UMass Lowell lots is only $30. 
“That’s a deal compared to cars 
towed from city streets,” said 
Gagne. The towing charge for 
cars in Lowell is $95 plus $20 
or more for storage. 

The University Police have 
also recenuy lmuuuea a com¬ 
puterized ticketing system using 
devices similar to palm pilots 
when they are ticketing the lots. 
Proceeds from the tickets go to 
a scholarship fund. Students 
who do not pay their tickets are 
unable to register for classes, 
get transcripts and receive their 
diplomas. Faculty and staff who 
do not pay their tickets may lose 
parking privileges in the gated 
lots. 

Dr. Speronis, Vice Chancellor 
of University Relations, chairs 
the UMass Lowell Parking 
Committee. The members of the 
committee are Joe Caulfield, 
Ellen Duggan, Peter Kambour, 
David Kiser, Christine 
McKenna, Diana Prideaux-

also a possibility for retail and 
hotel space. Allen House on 
South Campus, which has 
recently had all of its windows 
replaced, may not be derelict for 
much longer. A function room 
and or art gallery may be added 
there. 

Dr. Hogan also spoke of 
improvements already taking 
place. For example, many of the 
halls in the engineering build¬ 
ings are soon to be repainted, so 


that each building has a different 
color. 

Senator for the class of 2002 
Danielle Cochran asked Dr. 
Hogan about safety concerns on 
South Campus, specifically in 
the Riverview parking lot. The 
chancellor, along with Dean 
Duggan, noted that lighting in 
the area would soon be 
improved, not only in 
Riverview. but also behind 
Dugan Hall, leading towards 
Sheehy Hall. 

The current situation with the 


two front Fox elevators was also 
discussed. Due to changes 
recently made in the building, 
the elevators no longer stop on 
the second floor, which is where 
the Fox dining hall is located. 
Both Dean Duggan and 
Chancellor Hogan assured SGA 
that this was only a temporary 
situation until further improve¬ 
ments are completed. Safety is a 
huge issue in that building, 
according to Duggan, who 
pointed out that there are poten¬ 
tial Iv 13 different entrances to 


the residence floors, most of 
which are already secured. 

Many members of SGA 
expressed their concern over 
problems from the financial aid 
office. Problems include stu¬ 
dents not receiving award letters 
in a timely fashion, or letter 
being sent to the student’s home 
address rather than a student 
mailbox, or vice versa. Also, 
many students were asked to 
return to the financial aid office 
to verify daia or submit docu¬ 
ments more times than neces¬ 


sary. The chancellor admitted 
that he was unaware of these 
issues, and promised that he 
would do what he could to recti¬ 
fy the situation. 

Student trustee. Brad 
Duquette said, “Chancellor 
Hogan’s appearance at SGA dis¬ 
plays his conscientiousness 
towards issues on campus. His 
involvement tightens communi¬ 
cation between students and 
administration **

Fledgling novelist Harper 
Stew art (Taye Diggs) has just 
written a book about his old 
college friends. He keeps insist¬ 
ing that it’s just fiction, but his 
skeletons come out when he 
travels to Manhattan for his pro 
football playing pal Lance’s 
(Morris Chestnut) wedding. 
Directed by Malcolm D. Lee, 
The Best Man is a somewhat 
clever romantic comedy. 

Harper hopes the groom 
won’t find out he had an affair 
in college with the bride-to-be. 
Of course, it’s all in his book. 
Jordan (Nia Long), a TV pro¬ 
ducer and his almost soul mate, 
receives an advanced copy. The 
book goes from friend to friend 
until it winds up with Lance. 

The Best Man starts off slow 
with Harper and his girlfriend 
bickering over marriage—she 
wants to, he doesn’t. It gets 
interesting when he meets up 
with his college chums and we 
learn more about his past. 

Harper isn’t as forthright as 


ready to admit a desire to cheat 
on his girlfriend with Jordan or 
his secret fling with his best 
friend’s girl. 

Harper’s dilemma over 
whether or not to cheat or tell 
his best friend adds some humor 
to the film. It’s fun to watch 
him squirm once he’s caught. 
However, the film meanders 
back and forth too long. The 
tension is gone before Harper 
makes his choices. 

Diggs, who sexed things up 
in When Stella Got Her Groove 
Back , shines as the flawed pro¬ 
tagonist. His strong screen pres¬ 
ence and good looks carry the 
film even as it wanders. Long 
holds her own aside her hand¬ 
some costar.

What could have been a 
clever romantic comedy lapses 
into soap opera melodrama.

Melissa Etheridge’s new 
album Breakdown is thoughtful 
and deliberate. The guitar work 
is impressive and Kenny 
Aronoff’s drumming unparal¬ 
leled. 

Etheridge wrote and co-pro¬ 
duced the effort with John 
Shanks. It’s personal and mature 
both musically and lyrically. 

The current single, “Angels 
Would Fall” is filled with reli¬ 
gious imagery. “I will not touch 
upon your grace/Your ecclesias¬ 
tic skin,” Etheridge sings. The 
acoustic “Breakdown” brings 
the listener closer to the singer. 

The best songs on the album 
are “Enough of Me” and 
“Stronger than Me,” both pow¬ 
erful ballads. The first tells of 
giving someone so much of 
yourself but something's still 
missing. “I love you past the 
point of dying/ain’t that enough 
of me for you?” she asks. 
“Stronger than Me” is honest 
and catchy. 

“Mama I'm Strange'’ is an 
interesting title. It chronicles 
Etheridge's difficult time grow¬ 
ing up a lesbian in Kansas when 
everyone told her “just be a 
Barbie doll.” Despite the judg¬ 
ments passed on her, the singer 


declares, “I do believe that peo¬ 
ple are good/they just want 
hope and respect/and to be 
understood.” 

Nearly every song on 
Breakdown could be a potential 


single. Etheridge doesn’t throw 
any songs away. Instead, she 
bares herself with every lyric 
and note. The album follows the 
singer/songwriter on her ongo¬ 
ing journey of self-discovery.

Well, now that we are over the sentimentality of last week's Play 
Book, we can get back to the hockey. And move onto something a 
little more sportsman like: injuries. 

Injuries, or accidents, as some of us like to refer to them, can often 
stop the flow of game play. According to the International Hockey 
Federation’s rule book, there are several procedures to follow in the 
occasion of an injury. 

If an injury occurs just prior to the scoring of a goal, and the refer¬ 
ee does not stop play, the goal will be allowed. After the accident, if 
play is whistled dead, before the scoring of the goal, the score will 
be disallowed. 

When a player is injured and unable to leave the field, the referee 
can stop the clock so the player can be attended to by the team train¬ 
er or physician. 

In the event that the injured player can leave the field of their own 
volition, that person may be substituted for another athlete. 

If the player is injured to the point of bleeding, she must leave the 
field immediately, without waiting for the stoppage of time. They 
can only return to the field once their cut has been tended to and 
properly cleaned. Also, this team member may not re-enter the game 
with a blood-stained uniform. An extra uniform must be made avail¬ 
able if hers has been exposed to blood. Her number may change, and 
this is noted in the score book. 

In the rare, but sometimes humorous, case that one of the referees 
is hurt, the game is stopped and a replacement is made. 

The game, once stopped, may be restarted with a bully if the refer¬ 
ee is not able to decipher which team is at fault for the accident. A 
penalty will be given it one. or Dotn, oi ttie reierees determine tne 
injury occurred due to a violation of the rules. Lastly, if a goal is 
scored, a center pass back will happen, restarting the game. 

The most common injuries to field players are ones to the ffands. 
When players go to hit the ball, fingers often get in the way. Breaks, 
cuts, and sprains are usually the result. 

Another injury that frequently occurs is a sprain to the ankle. 

Quick movements, and cutting side to side for the ball can be fol¬ 
lowed by the turning of an ankle. Unfortunately, this is not a fast 
healing injury, and players often have to sit out for a few weeks dur¬ 
ing which rehabilitation is needed, before they can return to the 
squad. 

As you all can imagine, if you’ve ever seen a field hockey game, 
back injuries rank third on our list of dreadful things to look forward 
to. With a 36-inch stick, players are forced to stay low in order to 
keep control of the ball. If not properly stretched, months of painful 
play can follow. 

So, now that you all know how frightfully dangerous this game is. 
be sure to check out your local listings for pick-up games in your 
neighborhood. And, as always, stay tuned for next week’s edition of 
the Play Book.
